Lack of Farm Labor, Inadequate Carriers Church l aunches 


And Needs of Armed Forces and Allies All "Share-Ride' Plan 


Play Large Part in Critical Food Situation For Congregation 


H. B. Richardson, assistant county farm agent, Thursday noon 
gave Palm Springs Lions a picture of the food situation in a talk 
on "Food Production and the War Effort" v/hen he addressed 
their weekly luncheon session at the Desert Inn. 


Labor shortages, lack of ade­ 
quate transportation facilities, the 
need of guarding the supply for 
the future, demands of our armed 
forces and allies and marketing 
problems are the 
cause 
of so 
many empty shelves in grocery 
stores and em pty trays in meat 
markets, he said. 


NEED 300,000 WORKERS 


He estimated that 300,000 farm 
laborers would be needed in Cali­ 
fornia next year. There are about 
12,000 available 
now 
and 
the 
problem of getting 175,000 more 
is a pressing one. 
Mr. Richardson said there had 
been three bountiful years in the 
nation and th at there were sur­ 
pluses as a result. But, he said, 
it is the first time there have 
been three growing years in a 
row for some time and there is 
no indication that next year will 
be another bountiful year. 
So 
steps must be taken to provide 
for the event of a poor year. 


NO TRANSPORTATION 


Surpluses exist in the other big 
producing nations, too, but all 
of the cargo ships are now trans­ 
porting men and war materials 
and there are few ships left to 
bring in the surplus food prod­ 
ucts. 
Regulation of crops is also an 1 
essential, he said. 
The govern­ 
ment is now trying to put the 
brakes on wheat production and 
to increase flax production be­ 
cause of the need of more flax 
for the many products it pro­ 
vides. 


PRIORITIES PROBLEM 


Many of the food problems are 
tied up with priorities. Failure 
to get farm machinery in suffi­ 
cient quantities also is playing a 
large part in the food situation. 


Mr. Richardson said that the 
withdrawal of Japanese from the 
vegetable gardens revealed the 
large part they had played in our 
food situation. American farmers 
who tried to replace them found 
they had much to learn and took 
a long time in learning. 
He said one way to relieve the 
situation lay in Victory gardens 
and said that the more of these 
people raised, the better the food 
situation would be. 
MUST IMPORT LABOR 


Importation of Mexican labor 
was cited as one means of bring­ 
ing relief in an acute situation 
as the army estimated that dur­ 
ing 1943 it would need 300,000 
men from 
California, 
approxi­ 
mately the number of farm work­ 
ers needed. 
The speaker said the future 
situation was uncertain but that 
food production would have to 
be stepped lip as when Europe 
cracks and our armies go in, 
foodstuffs will have to be right 
on their heels for the chief way 
to quiet the conquered territory 
will be with food. 
SIX NEW LIONS 
Prior to Mr. Richardson's talk, 
Miss Ruth Thomas, Red Cross 
Field Director at the Torney Gen­ 
eral Hospital and Mrs. Carl Hay- 
mond, head of the Palm Springs

the club, describing the work of 
the committee and its needs. The 
part the Lions could do in aid­ 
ing the work was told.

Remember the Auto Shows? 


Remember the glitter and thrill of the annual 
auto shows held around this time of the year? The 
new cars gleamed with the lure of sirens; and the 
man who owned a last year’s model went to see 
what was what in the way of new lines and com­ 
forts and inventions — went determined not to 
weaken and buy a new car, but secretly— in bis 
heart of hearts — hoping some salesman would 
overpower him! 


Many’s the motorist who must have thought 
nostalgically of those war-vanished shows when 
he read the other day that the Automotive Coun­ 
cil for War Production has recommended to all 
plants that they turn in for war scrap all tools, dies 
and fixtures not essential to the manufacture of 
replacement parts for essential automotive trans­ 
portation. 


Hut this scrapping of equipment of the recent 
“old” days is of itself a promise that the next an­ 
nual auto show, the first after the war, will be a 
show to bulge the eyes of the most blase auto ad­ 
dict. 


On November 21st, the news 
services reported that Mr. Paul 
V. M cNutt, the alum inum hair­ 
ed chairm an of the W ar M an­ 
power Commission, “guaranteed 
sufficient farm labor.”

farm ing and farm labor? 
It is not an academic question 
in California; not a speechm ak- 
ing' question.

Southern Pacific announced to- ¡ 
day that advance reservations for 
coach as w ell as sleeping car 
travel will be required for the 
holiday period from December 
15 to January 5 in order th at 
preference m ay be given to the 
thousands of men of the armed 
forces who will be traveling home 
on furlough and to relatives who 
will be visiting the boys at the 
cam ps and bases.

PRAISES MOUNTAINS 


One of the chief attractions of 
the spa is the climate, which is 
fortunate in furnishing a m axi­ 
mum of possible sunshine each 
year, and the best of tem pera­ 
ture readings. The village owes 
its enviable clim ate to the tall 
western wall of mountains which 
shelters it from coastal storms. 
Often one can see the rain clouds 
lurking over the top of Mount 
San Jacinto, w hile above the des­ 
ert the sun shines from a clear 
sky.

The D evil’s Gar­ 
den plateau has an elevation well 
in excess of Palm Springs’, and 
the plants growing there are of a 
different type. The most notice­ 
able is the barrel cactus, which 
grows in profusion. 
A pproxim ately 15 miles south­ 
west of Palm Springs are the 
so-called “Saraha Dunes.” an area 
of sand hills whose barren, rip­ 
pled surface resem bles that of 
the Africa desert. 


WELL. MAYBE SO 


Things to do include riding, of 
course, with breakfast rides, an 
old Palm Springs custom, well 
to the front in preference. Sev­ 
eral m ornings a week by horse 
and by coach, a good company 
sets out for piping hot breakfast 
prepared by cowboys. Polo and 
horse shows are prom inent on 
every Palm Springs calendar, too, 
and the set w hich isn't especial­ 
ly horsey goes in for badminton, 
tennis, golf, cycling, scooter rid­ 
ing, skeet shooting, and swim­ 
ming in beautiful pools.

They are maintaining the free press 
of America.
